After the Scotciſhmen,the Angles, Engliſhmen or Sax- 
os, by Gods wonderfull providence were tranſplanted 
hicher out of Germany ; a people compoſed of the. valiant 
Angles, Imtesand Saxonsthen inhabiting Iut/and Holſter, 
and the ſea coaſts along to the river Rhere, who in ſhore 
time ſubduing the Britains, and driving them into the 
mountanous Weſterne parts, made themſelves by a moſt 
complete conqueſt, abſolute Lords of all che becrer ſoyl 
thereof, as far as Orkeney.

 Armes may be transferred by Will and Teftament,and pro- 
duceth Auguſtus , who by his Teſtament commanded Ti- 
beriuzs and Livia to beare his name. How in former times 
Heronwville, Dumvile, and (lanwowe , gave and granted a» 
way their Armes, whichare as filent names, diſtinions of 
families ; and the ſame was thought unlawfull afterward 
when the Loxd Hoo would haye done the lame,ſhall be.

Finally , among the comman people which ſway all in 
names , many Surnames have been changed in reſpe& of 
occupations,and not a few have been changed in reſpeRt of 
maſters, for in every place we ſee the youth yery commonly 
called by the names of their occupations, as Jobs Baker, 
Thomas Tayler , Will Buther , Dic Barber; and many by 
their maſters names, as Fohx Pickering, Thomas Watkins , 
Nicholas French , when as they ſerved maſters of thoſe 
names, which ofcen were conveyed to their poſterity , and 
their own Surnames altogether forgotten, Some other 
cauſes of alteration of names may be found , as for crimes 
committed when men have been enforced ta leaye their 
Countries. But hereby it may be underſtood that an A/ias 
or double name cannot prejudice the honeſt : and it is 
known that when Judge (atiline tooke exception at one 
Fn this reſpe&, ſaying that no honeſt man' had a double 
name;and came in with an Alias.

Among the alteration of names,it mayaiſo be remembred 
how Kings of Armes, Heraulds , and Purlevants are new 
named with a bowl of wine powred on their heads by the 
Prince, or Earle Marſhall, when they are inveſted, and the 
Kings crowned; as Garter, Clarenceux, Norrey, Lancaſter, 
Yorke, Richmond, Somerſet ,&&c, which is as ancient as the 
time of King Edward the third, For we read that when 
newes was brought him at Windfor , by a Purſuiyant , of 
the viRtory at the battell of Azxroy , he bountifully rewar- 
ded him,and immediatly created him Herauld, by the name 
of Windſor. |

bitants of this land» who alwayes have been as martiall as 
any other people whatſoever. In ſo much as unleſs we would 
conceive hardly of our own progenitors, we cannot think 
but that in martiall ſervices,they had their conceits if their 
enGons both for diftinion, direRion, and decency.

When one asked counſcll of Cardina!l Poole, what mee 
thode and \vay was belt co be taken, to undzriiand the ob- 
ſcure places in Saint Paxls Epiltles, he anſyered him , 
he thought the beſtand ſhortelt way was, to reade firit 
the laiter part of choſe Epiſtles, which do intreat of Chri- 
fiian manners, and underitand it, and exprets it in life ard 
g00d manrers, and then to go unto the firſt part, where 
the matters of faith are ſubrilly and exactly band!cd , ſays 
ing; That Ged will give his ſpirit of underſtanding ſoo= 
zeſt unto thoſe, that with all thisr whale hearts ſech, to ſerve 
him. 

He was wont to ſay, That he and all other Biſhops onghs 
20 conſider that they were ordained , not onely Judges over 


thoſe of their Diozeſſes, but father Tudges, 


Incommunication when mention hapned to be made 


of a certain Biſhop, who was wort to blame the Bi- 
ſhops that lived at Kome, who negleRed their charge, and 
yet he himſelf was refident at Rowe. He (quoth Poole) 
doth like wnto thoſe that cannot abide the ſmell of garb he ; for 
if they have to do with them that have eaten garlick,, they

- Speech was heard of a young man that was learned ins

{wered him, While all the world was avirwhelmed with the 
darkneſs ef Paganiſme,it 4/4 excell all other Arts : bat fince 
that thick miſt was chaſed away, by the bright beaws of the 
preaching of Chriſt and his Apo/tes,andtheir ſucceſſors, the 
ſtudy of the ſacred Scriptures ard Divinity had gotten the 
palme and chief praiſe ; adding, that Philoſophy was now as 
Tenedos, of whom Virgil writes :

Having hearda certain Preacher of great name, who ar-

| When a Nobleman of Rome rold him, that he did cruſt

wed ſo ll of you,that you ſhould wiſh me ſo long a baniſhment

Whiic he was in the Low Countries,and one day wou'd 
have gone unto harlrs the Emperour, but he could not 
be acimitced to his ſpeech : but ewo dayes after the Biſhop 
of Arras was ſent unto him by the Emperour, to excuſe his 
long tay and deſire him to come unite him; Pool ſaid, that 
he had ſtrange hap, That whereas he ſpake daily unto God 
for the Emperour et he was not admitted unto the Emperonr 
$0 talk with him about a matter belonging to God, 

There yvas one that vyas very curious in keeping of his 
beard, and it wasreporced that he beftoyved every month 
two duckats upon the trimming of it. /f it be ſo (ſaid Pool) 
his beard wil! ſhortly be more worth than his head, 

After the death of Panlus Tertizs vyhen many Cardinals 

' came unto him, and told himy that if he liked of it ,. they 
yyonld make him Pope : He deſired them to look well tot, 
that they were ſwayed by no paſſion of the minde, or did _ 
for faveur,and good will, but refer all their cogitations whole 
ly rento the honour of God, and the profic of his Church ;, the 
which onely they all onght eſpecially to. have alwaies before 
their eyes. ; 4 
When one of the Cardinals of 'the adverſe fation- did 
one day charge him with ambiticn, and ſaid-that he did 
untimely and oycr-haftily ſeek the Popedome : He anſive- 
red gravely, That he thought not the burthen of that great of 
fiee tobe ſo light but that hew as of the mind that it was rather 
z0 be feared than defired, As for them which underſtood not; 


and 
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and thought more baſely of ſo great a place, be lamented th:ir 


caſe, and was ſorry for them. 
Wien the Cardinall Farneſs, and divers others of his 


friends came unto him, at midnight,to make him Pope,by 
adoration, he repelled them ſaying 3 He world not have ſo 
weighty a matter tnmultuorſly aud raſhly done, but uſually 
pn A nr the night was no convenient time therefore, 
that God loved the light more than darkneſs, wherefore they 
ſhould defer it untill the xext day, and that then, if it pleaſed 
God, t might very well be done. Bur. this his pious modeſty 
loft him the Papacy. 

He uſed often to ſay, T hoſe which wowld betake them un- 
to the ſtudy of the holy Scriptures.(which was as though they 
would go into the inner andſecret part of the Temple ) muſt 
paſs through. a low and narrow door : For that xo man can 
attain _ underſtanding of the Scriptures, that # proud 
and puffed up with the ſharpneſs of his wit, or excellency of 
humane learning ; but he that bringeth lowlineſs of minde , 
and contempt of himſelf, and yeelds his underſtanding ( as' 
the Apoſtle faith) captive wnto faith, 

Of this alſo did he often admonith thoſe that woul1i flu 
dic the ſacred Scriptures, That they ſhould ſpecially beware 
that they never went to the reading of them with this intent 
and mindegthat they might diſpnte of them to ſhew their leare 
»ing, aud by that knowledge to get them honours and riches , 
for both purpoſes were very contrary to this hinde of ſtudy, 
Whereunto ought to be adhibited, firſt fervent prayers, then 
a lowly minde, and finally an heart void: of all ambition and 
greedy deſire, Thus far of this good Cardinall.

of Arte preſcribed by reaſon, and grounded upon experi- 
ence, but they are as pregnant both in witty conceits and 
devices, and alſo in imitation. as any of them, Yea, and 
according to the Argument excell in grandity and gravity,

ewo great and good Princes were born : he ufed the cele= 
fliall frene Capricorne, with this Motto; *FIDEM FATI 
VIRTVTE SEQOFE MPR for his Impreſs, particular- 
ly concerning his good hope to prove like unto them. But a 
faire woman piQtured with an Olive cxowne repreſenting 
Peace, carrying in one hand the horne of Plenty, leading

generall document to all, that Peace bringeth Plenty.
